The Survey and Settlement Reports for the year ending the 30th September 1921. 


During the year under review traverse survey was” continued in the 
districts. of Bogra, Murshidabad, Birbhum and Khulna, and with the 
exception of 3 square miles in the Khulna district, the programme consisting 
of 3,424 square miles was completed. ‘Towards the close of the yéar, the 
traverse survey programme was’ reduced from a four-party to a two-party 
basis. At present traverse survey is going on in the districts of Pabna, 


Sore and Khulna and has een discontinued in the districts of Murshidabad — 
an 


Birbhum. - i gt 

The Survey Department also carried on some miscellaneous surveys 
during the year. The work in connection with the demarcation of rivers 
in the Nadia district, which was continued from the previous Season, was 
completed. ‘The survey of the limits of the jurisdiction. of the Calcutta 
High Court was also undertaken during the year. 


2. The report of the Director of Land Records, Bengal, gives an 
interesting account of the progress of work done under his control. Except 


for the diara resumptions, the major settlement operations in the districts of ~ 


Mymensingh, Midnapore, Tippera, Noakhali and Rajshahi ;were in their 
closing stages. By the end of the year, records-of-rights had been completed 
in 55 per cent. of the area in this province to which the Bengal Tenancy 
Act applies. —- ‘ 

3. Major settlement operations were in‘ full swing in the districts of 
Jessore, Nadia, Bankura and Pabna-Bogra. Minor operations of considerable 
importance were also in progress in the districts of Faridpur, Bakarganj, 
Dacca, ‘Tippera and Darjeeling. During the year am area of 3,270 square 
. miles was eadastrally surveyed ; records for 2,477 square miles were attested 
and those for 2,034 square miles were finally published. The outturn of 
—work compares favourably with. that of the preceding year. Although in 
soméareas where operations were going on progress was retarded on account 
‘of illness among the staff and strikes in the press, the work, excepting 
bujharat in Bankura and Pabna-Bogra districts, was kept well up to the pro-

The a 
number of these tenancies were however utbandigin name rather th 
‘incidents, and where the tenants have been in continuous cultivation — 
twelve years, the holdings haye been recorded on septrate khatians and 
treated as full raiyati ‘holdings. Attestation in Jessore was not so difficult — 
as in Nadia, and a fair number of real utbandi tenancies were converted into. 
ordinary raiyati holdings with the consent of the landlords who recognised _ 
the advantage of securing a fixed income. In the district of Nadia, on the 
other hand, the landlords were opposed to such conversion and the uthandt 
lands held by tenants have been generally recordéd either as nominal or 
real utbande. For a large proportion of the lands falling under the latter 
category, however, the tenants have been recorded as having oceupancy rights 
on the ground of twelve years’ continuous cultivation or payment of rent. 
Another peculiar feature of the utbandi tenancies in Nadia was the multiplica- 
tion of different rates for different crops and fields, and the Settlement — 
Department has specified no less than forty kinds of common rate in that — 
district. Complicated questions relating to utband? tenancies have lately led 
to discussions in the decision of which, it is hoped, the Committee appointed. 
to consider the amendment of the Bengal Tenancy Act will give material 
assistance. 

6. The Governor in Uouncil has read with pleasure the acconnt in the 
report of the Director of Land Records of the increasing popularity of the 
settlement records and maps. They are now:.freely used in almost every 
branch of the administration. Nearly 850,000 copies of Khutians and 17,000 
copies of maps were sold to the public during the year. 

7. The work of resumption of accretions from rivers added considerably 
to the normal programme of the recent settlements in Eastern Bengal. Up 
to the end of the year under. review, proceedings have been drawn up for 
1,672 new. estates ; the proceedings for 1,452 estates with a land revenue of 
over Rs. 2 lakhs have been confirmed by the Board of Revenue. 

8. Mr. C, A. O’Donel was in charge of the Bengal Survey Department 
up to the 2nd June i921, when he went on leave, and Mr. O. E. C. Judd 
held charge of the Department for the rest of the year. Mr. F. A. Sachse, 
1,¢.8., was in charge of the Department of Land Records, Bengal, throughout 
the year. The Governor in Council has much pleasure in acknowledging the 
care and ability which Mr. Sachse has devoted to the work of his Depart- 
ment and his ready co-operation in adjusting settlement operations to the 
limits imposed by financial considerations. His Excellency in Council algo 
desires to acknowledge the services rendered by the settlement officers, 
Messrs. F. W. Robertson, J. M. Pringle, H. C. V. Philpot and Khan Bahadur 
Muhammad Abdul Momen. The good work of these officers and of. those — 
sey ae a the last two paragraphs of the survey and settlement reports | 
will be noted. :

Bengal has represented some 19°7 por cent. ot the total area under rice in 
British India, | 


Character of the season.—In the second forecast issued ins December 
last, the weather was reviewed up to end of October as having been good ° 
for the broadcast, and satisfactory for the transplanted, rice crops. Since 
then, dry weather has been favourable for harvesting. 


Acreage.— According to District Officers’ estimates, the total area under 
winter rice amounts to 15,850,200 acres as against 15,343,800 acres, in the 
corresponding forecast of last year. The increase in area since the issue of 
the second forecast is mainly due to revision of estimates in the district of 
Mymensingh on the basis of settlement figures. 4 


Outturn.—From the district returns appended it will be seen that. four 
districts report a bumper crop,,viz., Tippera 133 per cent., Rangpur 125 per | 
cent., Darjeeling and Mymensingh each 117 per cent. Midnapore reports 
a crop just above the normal (7.e., 108 per’ mle The districts of Howrah, 


Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri, Faridpur, Bakarganj, Chittagong and Noakheli report .. 


a normal crop ; seven districts a crop between 83 and 95 per cent, The 
remaining eight districts report the outturn as follows :— 


Malda 79 per cent. ; Murshidabad, Burdwan and the Chittagong Hill 
Tracts each 75 per cent. ; Nadia, Birbhum, Bankura and Hooghly report a 
crop as low as between 58 to 67 per cent. ‘ 

As compared with:the second forecast, a better crop has been harvested 
in the districts of the 24-Parganas, Midnapore, Jalpaiguri, Bogra, Mymen- 
singh and ‘Tippera but in the districts of Murshidabad, Khulna, Hooghly and 
Dacca the outturns have fallen somewhat below the previous estimates. In 
the remaining districts, there has been no change since the second forecast. 

According to District Officers’ estimates, the provincial outturn works out 
to 96 per cent. of the normal as against 90 per cent. last year. But in 
consideration of the favourable weather conditions prevailing during the 
harvesting period, I am inclined to think that a normal or a 100 per cent. 
crop has been reaped this year. 

Accepting 100 per cent. as the provincial outturn, the gross yield of 


cleaned grain from the winter rice crop, on the basis of a normal yield of

17. System.—There was no change in the system of supply. 

18. Country spirit licenses.—The number of licenses for the sale of 
country spirit was 1,120 as compared with 1,121 in 1919-20, a decrease of 1 
against 27 in the preceding year. In the district of the 24~Parganas two new 
shops were opened at Birajnagar Hat and Raipur Lot No. 18, One shop in the 
district of Hooghly was abolished as the villagers objected to its site. One 
shop each in the districts of Chittagong and Dinajpur was closed, as there was 
no demand for liquor there. ° 


19. The Fixed-fee system in Calcutta—The system worked well. On 
the recommendation of the Calcutta Temperance Federation and on due consi- 
deration two more coyntry spirit shops in Calcutta, in addition to the 12 shops 
of last year, were restricted to “ off” sales from the Ist April 1921. 

20. The Fixed-fee system in other districts.—The Bengal fixed-fee 
system was in force in the) districts of Burdwan, Midnapore, Hooghly, 
Howrah, 24-Parganas, Dacca, Mymensingh, Rangpur, Jalpaiguri ‘and Darjeel- 
‘ ing. The introduction of the system in the six districts from the 1st April 
1920, mentioned in paragraph 20 of last year’s report, was followed by an 
appreciable decrease in consumption. due partly to the prevailing high 
pricés of necessaries of life and the enhanced rate of duty and price. The 
system worked ‘satisfactorily in ali the districts. 

2\. Consumption.—The total consumption of country spirit in the Presi- 
dency amounted to 766,572 proof gallons as compared with 755,285 proof 
gallons in the preceding year, an increase of 11,287 proof gallons. ' 

Consumption increased in 16 districts and decreased in 11. Outside 
Galeutta, the increase in consumption in Howrah (6,236 proof gallons or 35°9 
per cent.) was due tothe opening of a good many brick-fields and several 
jute miles, in Hooghly (10,810 proof gallons or 32°7 per cent.) due to higher 
swages of the mill hands, in Murshidabad (3,924 proof gallons or 321 
per sent.) due to the influx of labourers in connection with brick-work, 
tannery, etc., in Bankura (9,353 prod gallons or 31'2 per, cent.) due to 

the enormous buSiness in lac, in Nadia (1,601 proof gallons or 17°9 per 
cent.) owing to the influx of a large, number of up-country coolies in 
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brick-fields, in 24-Parganas (10,592 progf gallons or 17°7 per cent.) due to the 
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prosperity of ¥nill hands who received extra emoluments in the 
onus during thiayear, in Malda' (2,676 proof gallons or 17°1 per 
’ king and to the liking of Santals for cheaper liquor, 
~pore\9,083 proof gallons or 16°2 per cent.) due to better supervision

competition with cheap foreign liquor in Dacca and Mymensingh. 

22. Total revenue from country spirits.—The total revenue—license | 
and distillery fees and duty—from country spirit was Rs. 89,97,313, against 
Rs. 81,07,519, an increase of Rs. 8,89,794. The revenue derived from duty 
and distillery fees increased by Rs. 9,65,257 and that from license faes 
decreased by Rs. 75,463. :

Calcutta 7,836 persons were convicted of drunkenness, as compared with 
8.792 persons in the previous year, but no statistics were taken toa show what 
proportions of these cases were due to country spirit, tar? and foreign liquor, 
respectively. The figures include 290 against 819 of 1919-90 in the Howrah 
Municipality, a decrease of 529 which the Magistrate of Howrah attributes 
to the anti-drink propaganda worked in that municipality during the year. 
Two cases were reported, one from each of the districts of Bakargan) and 
Tippera, in which the vendors of country spirit had permitted drunkenness 
and disorderly conduct ‘in or near their licensed premises. All these cases 
were dealt with under section 65 of the Bengal Excise Act. One tar’ vendor 
wis similarly dealt with in Bankura. 

24. Distilleries and warehouses.—From the Ist April 1921, wholesale 
licenses for five years for the supply of country spirits were granted to 
Messrs. Haji Ismail Sait & Sons, Messrs. Carew & Co., Ltd., and the Bengal 
Distilleries Company, Limited. The contractors hava their distilleries at 
Russa in the district of 24~Parganas, Asansol in Burdwan and Konnagar in 
the district of Hooghly, respectively, for manufacturing the spirit. The area 
supplied by Messrs. Haji Ismail Sait & Sons is the whole of the “alentta 
district as defined in section 2(4) of the Bengal Excise Act, the Sadar sub- 
division cf Howrah and’ the Sadar subdivision of the 24-Parganas. The » 
remaining districts of the province are supplied by the other two contractors 
The cost price of liquor paid to Messrs, Haji Ismail Sait & Sons is Re. 1-12 Me 
per L. P. gallon and that to Messrs. Carew & Oo. and the Bengal Distilleries 
Company. Limited, is Re. 1-11 per L. P gallon. ‘These prices will undergo 
revision every year, During the year the Harlequin distillery in Calcutta 
was abolished in October aig the Alliance distillery in 24-Parganas in March 
last. The Bengal Chemical and Pharmaceutical Works Laboratory was 
opened in March,1921.,

The fermented farz revenue of the district including tree-tax increasod 
by Rs. 3,942, as a result of the tree-tax and better valuation of shops. ‘The 
increase would have been still higher but for the anti-drink movement set 
on foot in the district since January last. 

In Howrah also there was no difficulty in settling the shops, though the 
system has not yet been popular with the vendors or the general public ; nor 
do the owners of the tart-producing trees like it. As inthe last year, the 
tree owners have been demanding increased rents for their trées, which have 
risen from 3 annas to 6 annas in the case of date trees and from Re. 1 to 
Rs. 1-8 and sometimes Rs. 2 in the case of palmyra trees. The number of

The increase in the number of tapping licenses issued to vendors was 
due to an increase in the number of trees tapped by them which, however, 
does not mean that the consumption of tard increased during thé year under 
report but that an effective check on illicit tapping by vendors was made by 
the closer supervision of inspecting officers. The tar? revenue of the district 
shows an increase of Rs. 15,765 due to the shops being settléd at higher fees.

528. Fermented tari.—The number of fermented tari licenses decreased 
from 629 to 620. The chief decrease was effected in Hooghly by the abolition 
of nine shops.
